Olympic could do with an 
experienced winger to im- 


prove the service to Soper and 
Mark Koussas. That's not a 
criticism of young Terry Pata- 
lis, a player of great promise. 
However, Soper all too often

He'll probably partner 
Robbie Dunn, allowing player- 
coach Peter Ollerton to use 
George McMillan’s qualities in 
midfield. McMillan certainly 
will give Makedonia bite in 
this area and alongside Zarko 
OQdzakov, should continually 
power the home side forward. 


Heidelberg president Sam 
Goulopoulos is set to make 
major changes at all levels 
should his team go down to 
Makedonia. Goulopoulos, not 
the kind of man to oversee a 
sinking ship, isn’t prepared to 
allow his club to struggle along 
all season.

“You have to average over 12 goals a 
season. If you don’t you haven’t really got 
the right to call yourself a striker,’ says 
Soper. 

By self-definition then, Soper is a rec- 
ognised NSL striker. Signed by APIA in 
1981 from Newcastle-based side Stewarts 
and Lloyds for $6,000, and flung into the 
NSL fray, he scored 13 league goals. He’s

How will the three goalscorers be in- 
tegrated?

“f never make predictions like that. 
That we win and create changes is the im- 
portant thing.** 

But what does he think of Soper? 

“I've seen him only when we've played 
against Olympic. He seems to use his pace 
very woll, he’s good in the sir and he’s a 
ard worker.”” 

And what about other players? Whom 
does he admire? 

“Oscar Crino’s playing very well; Steve 
Blair and John Yzendoorn are excellent 
defenders who fet nothing by them, and 








Charlie Egan is good to play with. He does 
8 lot of running. 

“Jim Campbell's a good midfielder, and 
Tommy Cumming looks like coming back 
strongly and being a top player, although { 
never saw him at his best, when he was 
playing for Australia and Victoria. in the 
Buffalo Cup he looked sharp, and he was 
always in there. 

“Dez Marton — they’re always saying 
ha’s going to retire, but he just keeps on 
scoring. He's been scoring goals all his 
life, so why should he stop? 

“Joe Watson's a good player — 
they've got lots of them at Sydnay City — 
and Peter Katholos and Jim Patikas are 
very dangerous.’ Zs 

Much was written fast year about how 
Brown should be in the national team. 

Was it a disappointment to him that he 
wasn't selected? 

“t thought I'd have a chance for the 
Mrerlion Cup. I think I'm as good as the 
players in there already, so! was 2 bit dis- 
appointed, sure, but it’s all up to the se- 
fectors. 

“It was strange, though, that there 
were only three Melbourne players in the 
sguad — Charlie Yankos, Kenny Murphy 
and Jim Campbell.

season since and in just three seasons has 
surged into 13th spot in the list of all-time 
National League scorers, 

But he’s made only two substitute ap- 
pearances with the Socceroos, both 
against New Zealand, early in 1983. 

“T’ve just got to keep putting in the per- 
formances. They’re going to have to put 
me in the national team If | keep scoring.”” 

Soper not only has kept scoring in the 
NSL, he’s kept knocking over opposing 
players. He’s recognised as one of the 
most aggressive strikers in the league. 

“‘Ageression is a very important part of 
my game. It’s always been in my make-up 
and the NSL has brought it out in full. 

“I found out the hard way about taking 
the knocks and dishing it out. 

“I think a lot about the coming match. 
Sometimes you need to be aggressive, 
sometimes you don’t. Don Macleod at Hei- 
delberg is a very good player as well as an 
aggressive one. If you let him doninate 
you, you’re not going to do much. You’ve 
got to be every bit as committed.” 

And confident. Another Soper quality, 
one which he has honed through match ex- 
perience, too often the only way young- 
Sters learn. 

“There are a lot of managers ir Aust- 
ralia at the moment. A lot of trainers too. 
Unfortunately, there aren’t too many 
coaches. Too often young players simply 
are left to learn things by playing games. I 
see lads playing first grade football now 
and people reckon that the lads are doing 
well because they’re playing in such a high

McDonagh came to Lions 
early last season but played 
only a handful of games before 
becoming injured and losing 
his spot. With Simon Kistema- 
ker as coach McDonagh never 
Tegained a permanent NSL 
place and he spent much of 
last year playing in the Lions 
reserves, 

But the skilful Scotsman 
maintained throughout that he 
was good enough to play NSL 
and returned from the off- 
season one of the fittest in the 
Lions squad. 

He has been scoring regu- 
larly: in’ pre-season matches 
and it came as no surprise 
when he found the’net against 
Olympic. 

_McDonagh, playing on the 
Tight wing, rose above his 
marker Graham Jennings to 
head l‘ome a well-placed Phil 
Redmond cross in the 2st 


te. 
That ‘goal negated the 7th 


minute lead taken by Olympic 
when Marshall Soper ran 
through a flat Lions defence to 
take a Peter Raskopoulos pass 
and streak away to score. 

Although’ the scores: were 
still. level at full time, Lions 
clearly deserved to win. It was 
only some brilliant goalkee- 
ping from Olympic’s Peter 
Wilson and some thoughtless 
shooting by the Lions strikers 
that stopped the home team 
from registering a big win. 

Although Wilson made at 
least six spectacular saves, 
Lions made his job easier by 
putting their shots either 
Straight at him, or close 
enough to parry away. 

Very seldom did the short 
keeper have to be fully stret- 
ched. 

But the number of chances 
Lions created must be pleas- 
ing for new coach Harry Noon 

Noon in fact switched 
tactics at a team maeeting 
about an hour before the 
match. Originally he had 
planned to play tight and rely 
On quick breakaway to score 
against Olympic. 

But after watching a video 
of Olympic’s clash against St 
George, Noon decided to at- 
tack, sensing Olympic may 
crumble in the face of com- 
petitive tackling and waves of 
players moving into the box. 


Noon's decision to send 
Lions on the attack was fur- 
ther reinforced by the absence 
of Peter Katholos from the 
Olympic squad 

Although Olympic coach 
Manfred Schaefer refused to 
comment on why the Socceroo 
had been left in Sydney, Olym- 
pic president Jim Petinellis 
said there was a “contractual 
dispute" 


“The player is not on the 
transfer list, but he hasn’t 
started the season on the best 
of terms. Peter is the same 
every year as far as contracts 





are concerned,” Petinellis 
Said. 

Despite the absence of Kath- 
olos, who was a successful sub- 
stitute against St George the 
previous week, Olympic start- 
ed with plenty of spirit, and 
when they went ahead after 
only seven minutes, a big 
score looked likely 

But Lions, superbly mar- 
shalled by new captain John 
Stewart, refused to give in and 
fought doggedly for the equal- 
iser 

And once McDonagh netted 
his goal, the Olympic midfield, 
which until then had domi- 
nated — seemed no longer 
interested. 

Peter Raskopoulos was the 
only player who tried to win 
the ball but he was fighting a 
lone battle against the keen, 
ball-hungry: Lions. 

Lions slowed the pace to suit 
themselves and soon sensed 
that Olympic was flagging. 
The home side pushed players 
forward from al! parts of the 
ground, and the Olympic back 
four struggled. Fullbacks 
Graeme Jennings and Martyn 
Rogers, normally tough com- 
petitors, were hiding, Tony 
Dakos appeared on his own in 
the middle. | 

Redmond, who is beginning 
to develop a good partnership 
with Danny Wright and McDo- 
nash, was revelling in the 
extra. space and weaved his 
way through the Olympic 
defence with a series of one- 
touch passes. 


The big man, rejected by 
Canberra Arrows, set up 
Wright in the 39th minute but 
Dakos cleared off the line. 
Seconds later young fullback 
Steve Jackson, who was out- 
Standing on both sides of the 
field, fired a shot that skim- 
med across the face of the 
crossbar. 


It was an exciting session 
for Lions and by the half time 
whistle, there had been at 
least three good scoring 
chances for the home side. 


Lions began the second half 
in the same vein and nearly 
scored with a McDonagh 
header and then another shot 
after only three minutes. 


Further chances fell to 
McDonagh and Redmond in 
the 63rd and 65th minutes. 
While Olympic’s sole chance 
came from a good attempt by 
Mark Koussas. But new Lions 
keeper Wayne Evans was alert 
to anything Olympic threw for- 
ward and is set to make a 
name for himself this season. 


Lions lost Redmond with a 
knee injury in the 66th minute 
which caused a major team 
reshuffle. Jackson went to left 
back to allow substitute Peter 
McClurg to play on the right, 
Alan Niven moved to midfield 
and Russell Stewart switched 
to striker. 


But rather than upset the 
home team’s rhythm, it 
seemed to spur Lions on and 
Stewart and Niven combined 
to go preilously close to scor- 
ing on two occasions 

With seconds to go, and the 
game certain to end in a draw, 
Lions were frustrated even

It is somewhat amazing how this almost in- 
trovert young man fits into a Sydney Olympic 
side full of extroverts; even his style is a radi- 
cal departure from the norm. 

He lacks the all-mauling, boots-and-all ap- 
proach of Marshall Soper, the relaxed, almost 
arrogant elegance of Peter Raskopoulos, the 
often criticised conceit of Peter Katholos or 
the exciting, pulsating presence of Jimmy 
Patikas, 

Jennings is none of these and probably 
never was, 


I remember seeing him for the first time, in 
1979, in Rudi Gutendorf's Dural training camp 
as the Young Roos were preparing for their 
trip to Paraguay. Here was a stim, almost 
wiry, youngster doing some dazzling things on 
the left wing — another product of the seem- 
ingly inexhaustible’ supply..of .Newcastle-born 
talent. 


-' A lot of things have happened to him since. 
First of all, he came to Sydney, joined Sydney 
Olympic and, progressively, moved back from 
attack to midfield and finally, last season, to 
defence — a credit to his versatility. 


Then, also last year, he was selected by 
caretaker coach Frank Arok for the England 
series — only months after having switched to 
left fullback, by his club coach Docherty. 


Later he was retained by Les Scheinflug for 
the Merlion journey in Singapore. And, in be- 
tween, he married the young lady whom he 
sos tig accidentally, on a basketball court in 

ubbo. 


“For the past few years — 1983 was an ex- 
ception — I used to piay basketball in the off 
season, for the Newcastle Police Boys Club,” 
he says 


“Two years ago we played at Dubbo and 
there I met very briefly a girl also playing 
basketball. 1 found out that she, too, hailed 
ao Newcastle — but forgot to get her ad- 

ress. 


“So when we returned to Newcastle, [| 
began a search for her until I tracked her 
down.”’ 


Louise Stuart, a pretty, bright blonde origi- 
nally from Blayney and Graham married in 
November — three days before he had to fly 
out to Singapore. Now the two ex-Novocast- 
rians have set up house at Haberfield and she 
is trying to get used to living in Sydney. 


“Graham has promised to show me around 
Sydney but he’s always busy,"’ Louise lam- 
ents. ‘I haven't even seen the Opera House, 
Plam Beach or many other sights.”” 


Louise works in a bank and Graham in a 
legal searching office, similar to a clerk for 
solicitors; no wonder he showed such deftness 
while searching for that pretty basketball 
player after the Dubbo trip 

Graham is determined rather than single- 


minded about his soccer career. He is pleased 
to be in the Socceroo team but not to the point 
of obsession. 

‘You never know how long you can keep 
your place; that’s the nature of sport,’’ he 
Says. “There’s always youngsters coming up, 
hungry and ambitious, eager to squeeze you 
out. A lot depends, I guess, on my club form.” 

And that has been the epitome of stead- 
iness. Jennings has few ups and downs: he 
seldom fails to deliver his maximum. Just 
what coaches always dream about. 


“I find it easier to play at fullback than up 
front because you have more room to move,” 
he says. “I can still overlap and join the 
attack when the chances come, so occasion- 
ally I do get near the goal. 

“Anyway, this is where I was moved and 
where I appear to be stuck. And if I can playe 
for the Socceroos at fullback, why hanker for 
a return to the midfield or the attack?” 

When he assesses the “‘new-look”’ Olympic 
team, he sounds sincere without the sycophan- 
tic tendency of players to flatter the new boss 
at the expense of the old one. 


“Manfred Schaefer is changing Olympic 
into a steadier team,” he says. ‘‘He’s making 
us build all our moves from the back, patiently 
and carefully. 


““‘We could always attack, often in a whirl- 
wind fashion — but we used to give away 
crazy goals. Now we have retained what 
people call our ‘flair’ in midfield and attack — 
but have become much more solid at the back. 


“Whenever I overlap, for instance, I always 
know that there is somebody behind me cov- 
ering up. We don’t open the gates as we used 
to, the mad cavalry charges are over. 


“But we still want to exploit the speed, skill 
and dash of our key players; after all, Olym- 
pic is a very young team which should show 
exuberance and elan.”" 


Jennings says Manfred Schaefer trains his 
team harder than Docherty did — and more 
methodically. And that, considering Docher- 
ty’s global reputation, is certainly a tribute to 
the former ‘iron-man’ of Australian soccer. 


“Schaefer is also more demaning that the 
Doc was," he adds. ‘‘And he’s got every right 
o be: after ajl, we’re playing for money and 
our positions. He knows that if we can’t suc- 
ceed, neither can he — so he makes sure.”’ 


Having tasted the delights of international 
soccer, Jennings keeps his fingers crossed 
that neither injury nor a lapse of form would 
disrupt his international career. Above all 
else, he is hopeful of travelling with the team 
on tour at the end of the year. 


“Eight years ago I went to Europe with a 
northern NSW junior team; we played 22 
matches in six crowded weeks. It would be 
lovely to return now with the Socceroos.””

Italian soccer champion Roma and three times winner 
Liverpool moved inexorably towards a European Cup 
showdown when they gained what should be decisive 


leads in their quarter-final first-leg ties. 


A three goal burst in 23 
minutes gave Roma, bidding to 
become the first Italian Club 
since AC Milan in 1969 to lift 
the champions’ trophy, a 3-0 
win over East Germany's 
Dynamo Berlin while, almost 
inevitably, Ian Rush scored a 
precious winner for Liverpool 
against Benfica at Anfield. 

The size of Roma's advan- 
tage and Liverpool's vast ex- 
perience should see both clubs 
survive their away trips in two 
weeks time, and provided 
they avoid one another in the 
semifinals, the scene is set for 
a memorable final in the 
Olympic Stadium, Rome, on 
May 30 

The two other quarter-final 
ties were left nicely poised 
with Romania's Dinamo Buch- 
arest, second round con- 
querers of holders Hamburg, 
and Dundee United of Scotland 
narrow favourites to advance 
to the semifinals. 

The Romanians travelled to 
Teilist in Soviet Georgia where 
they shocked Dynamo Minsk 
by snatching a 1-1 draw when 
Rednik scored an unexpected 
equaliser two minutes from 
time 

Dundee United, who had not 
conceded a goal in the pre- 
vious two rounds, surrendered 
that proud record in Austria 
but will feel reasonably con- 
fident of overturning Rapid

Barcelona and Juventus, 
who would provide a “dream"’ 
cupwinners’ cup final in Basle 
on May 16, will also be more 
than Satisfied with their 
night’s work, although both 
where some way below their 
dest.
